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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Independent claims 31 , 32, 33, 34, 35, 36 and 37 
have been amended to recite an absorbent core comprising of fibers and a scrim that is entangled with said fibers in some manner. On 
October 13th, Examiner stated that it was believed that such limitations are not provided for in the previously applied art. Examiner 
continues to be of the opinion that such limitations are not explicitly recited, but upon further review of Ouellette et al. (US 6,093,663) such 
limitations are provided for in Figure 2. This figure shows that layer 22 is in fact entangeld with scrim layer 46 and layer 22 may be a 
nonwoven or woven fabric layer comprising fibers (col. 6, lines 43-53). As all of the rejections set forth in the Final Office Action dated 
9/1 1/2006 are based upon Ouellette et al. as a primary reference all of said rejections are hereby maintained. 
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
